She had been cruiſing on the coaſt of Brazil; the ſituation (he was 
placed in rendered it impoſſible to get her out that evening; I therefore 
judged it moſt prudent to deſtroy her, rather than delay the convoy 
till the morning, and gave directions to that effect, and ſaw her burnt 
down to the water's edge before 1 made ſail. This ſervice was executed 
by Mr, Tucker, the fecond lieutenant of the Sceptre, whoſe conduct

General Melas attacked the ſeveral poſts occu- 
pied by the French.to the northward and weſtward of Savona and Vado, 
and drove them from the poſitions of Torre la de Buona, Monte Notte, 
and ſeveral others: ſome of theſe poſts were ſtrongly intrenched, and one 
of them defended by zooo men; but they were carried by the courage 
and conduct of the Auſtrian troops, who appear to have acquired much 
honour on this day. 

The enemy retired with precipitation on Vado 5 Savona, leaving 
their cannon and about 300 priſoners, among whom is a chef de brigade, 
and. ſeveral officer of diſtinction. In the night between the 6th and 5th, 
the troops evacuated Vado, having deſtroyed the ſtores, and ſpiked the 
cannon, and retired, by ſea, towards Nice. Their number is ſuppoſed 
to have been between feven and eight hundred.
